Commissioner Scherman moved that the Commission adopt the resol utions establishing thesegroves. The
motion was seconded by Chair Shriver. The commissionersvoted unanimously to adopt the resolutions
establishing these special redwood groves.

AGENDA ITEM 4
DIRECTOR’S REPORT

Chair Shriver introduced State Parks Director Ruth Coleman to present her Director’s Report. In addition
to thewritten Director’s Report that was provided to the Commission, Director Coleman addressed the
followingin her oral report:

- New Branding and Advertising Campaign — California State Parkslaunched anew branding and public
service campaign on May 26th. The campaign was devel oped at no cost to taxpayers, being entirely the
result of aunique public/private partnership between California State Parks and the California State
Parks Foundation. Titled “ The Adventure Series,” the campaign isdesigned to raise awareness of the
State Park System and educate the public about the system’ s diverse offerings. The campaign features
thetheme* Discover the many statesof California.” Commissioner Sophia Scherman attended the offi-
cia launch of the campaign in Sacramento.

- Pigeon Point Lighthouse—On May 25th U.S. Secretary of the Interior Gale Norton presided over a
ceremony to officialy transfer ownership of the historic, 134-year-old Pigeon Point Lighthousefrom the
United States Coast Guard to California State Parks. Commissioner Gail Kautz attended the ceremony.

- CaliforniaRoundtable on Recreation, Parks and Tourism — The Roundtabl € s 2005 symposium, titled
“Connecting Californiansto the Outdoors’ took placeon May 25th and 26th in LosAngeles. Commis-
sioner Caryl Hart attended many of the synposium sessionsand al so presented an overview of thedraft
CaliforniaRecreation Policy. Commissioner Hart added to the Director’s commentsthat she was par-
ticularly impressed with the quality of the symposium and thefact that the attendees represented excep-
tionally diverse backgrounds. Commissioner Hart emphasized that the symposium attendeeswere par-
ticularly interested in connecting the changing popul ation of Californiato theresourcesavailablein state,
regional, and local parks. Commissioner Hart stated that thiswas asubject of great importanceto anyone
interested in protecting natural and cultural resources, and she expressed her desireto see State Parks
develop alarger, national conference on this subject to reach an even morediverse audience.

- Cdlifornia Service Corps Overview, “Who arewe and what we do” —Director Coleman introduced
Marie Moretti, Executive Director of the CaliforniaService Corps, who made ashort presentation de-
scribing the CaliforniaService Corps' role asthe state’'slead agency for promoting serviceand
volunteerism. Ms. Moretti described the California Service Corps' variousprogramsand activities, in-
cluding the organization’srel ationship to the national AmeriCorps program. Chair Shriver noted that the
AmeriCorps program was actually founded asVISTA (VolunteersIn Service ToAmerica) by hisfather,
Robert Sargent Shriver 11.

Chair Shriver welcomed Commissioner AcquanettaWarren who joined the commissionersonthedais.
AGENDA ITEMS:
PUBLIC HEARING

Chair Shriver opened the public hearing portion of the meeting at 9:25 a.m. The Chair asked thosewho
wished to addressthe Commission to please compl ete a speaker registration form. Heal so explained that



elected officialsand their representativeswoul d beinvited to speak first, and that timelimitswould be
imposed on all speakers.

Chair Shriver also explained, with the assistance of General Planning Manager Wayne Woodroof, that
public comments on both the classification/naming and the preliminary general plan proposalsfor the
Cornfield and Taylor Yard propertieswould be heard together, after which the Commission would take
separate actionsfor each proposal.

ITEMS5A:
Consideration and action on the Department’s proposal to name and classify
the Cornfield property as Los Angeles State Historic Park

Chair Shriver recognized Sate ParksAngeles District Superintendent Ron Schafer, who made abrief
presentation on the need for and evolution of the park at the Cornfield site. The Chair then called the
public speakerson thisagendaitem. Chair Shriver closed public comment onitems5A & 5B at 10:13am.

Following the close of public comment, Commissioner Tagami made amotion that the unit namebe Zanja
Madrerather than the proposed L osAngeles State Historic Park. The motion was seconded by Commis-
sioner Scherman. A discussi on ensued during which Commissioner Tagami, Commissioner Hart, State
Parks staff, and members of the assembled public discussed the appropriateness of the name ZanjaMadre
(“Mother Ditch” or “Mother Trench” after the nearby historic agueduct), and whether or not the Zanja
Madre actually passed through the park property. Chair Shriver then asked Director Coleman to comment
on the proposed name and what consideration had been given to the name ZanjaMadre.

Director Coleman explained that the proposalsfor this property had been handled differently from those
for other state historic parks, in that astate historic park usualy interpretsaparticular time period, for
example 1835 to 1865, the goa being to takethe park visitor back to that particular moment intime. Ev-
erything el se pertaining to the park, including the name, then relatesto that interpretive period. Director
Coleman noted that therich history of the Cornfield sitewould not bewell-served by selectingasingle
interpretive period, inthat the property’ shistorically significant period could datefrom aslong as 10,000
yearsago — pre-ZanjaMadre—right up to the recent struggleto establish thisurban park in LosAngeles.

Director Coleman concluded that since the many public meetingsthat were conducted failed to produce a
consensusregarding any one namefor this property, State Parkswas proposing anamethat would be
easy for new park usersto identify that did not focus on any onetime period or people. Director Coleman
asked General Planning Manager Wayne Woodroof to elaborate.

Commissioner Tagami stated that hedid not wish to imply that there was anything inappropriate about the
State Parks-proposed name, but that he merely preferred the name put forward in hismotion.

Genera Planning Manager Wayne Woodroof noted that there had been a considerable amount of public
input on the subject of anamefor thisproperty. Mr. Woodroof referenced commentsfrom Dr. Munson
Kwok of the Museum of ChineseAmerican History in LosAngelesand Dr. Leonard Pitt of California
State University Northridge, noting in particular Dr. Pitt’ sdecl aration that the name“ LosAngeles State
Historic Park” was superior to any other suggested namesinthat it established “...abroad flow of history
asthethematic structurefor anew LosAngeles State Park instead of focusing on asingle decade or so.”
Mr. Woodroof clarified that the Cornfield Advisory Committee and State Parks staff concluded that the
name“ZanjaMadre” focused too much on aparticular erawhen the desirewasfor thispark to celebrate
thesite’scultural history and diversity.

Commissioners Kautz, Scherman, and Eastwood expressed their support for the name LosAngeles State
Historic Park. Commissioner Tagami withdrew hismotion proposing an aternate name.

Commissioner Hart asked staff if the plansfor the park included aviewing areafor the exposed portions
of the ZanjaMadre. Genera Planning Manager Wayne Woodroof replied that State Parkswasworking
with theLosAngelesMetropolitan Transit Authority and community membersto incorporate aviewing
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platforminto the proposal s of the property’sInterim Public Use Plan.

Chair Shriver then asked for amotion to adopt State Parks' proposal to name and classify the Cornfield
property asL osAngeles State Historic Park. Motion Commissioner Witt, second Commissioner Warren.
The Commissionersvoted unanimoudly to adopt theresolution to nameand classify the Cornfield property
asLosAngeles State Historic Park.

ITEMS5B:
Consideration and action on the Department’s proposal for approval of the
Preliminary General Plan and Draft Environmental Impact Report for the Cornfield
property (how Los Angeles State Historic Park)

Having heard public comment on thisitemin conjunction with Iltem 5A, Chair Shriver asked for amotion
to adopt State Parks' proposal to approvethe Preliminary General Plan and Draft Environmental Impact
Report for the Cornfield property (now LosAngel es State Historic Park). M otion Commissioner Tagami,
second Commissioner Scherman. The Commissionersvoted unanimoudly to adopt the resol ution approving
the Preliminary General Plan and Draft Environmental |mpact Report for the Cornfield property (now Los
Angeles State Historic Park).

ITEMS5C:
Recognition of the Cornfield State Park Advisory Committee

Chair Shriver introduced George M arianas from Assemblymember Jackie Goldberg’ s office. Mr. Marianas
explained that certificates of recognition would be presented to membersof the Cornfield State Park
Advisory Committee and the Commission for their rolesin establishing thisnew park. Chair Shriver noted
that given the number of recognitionsand the number of individual sto berecognised, theindividua resolu-
tionswould not beread aloud. Certificateswere a so presented jointly by representatives of Senator Jack
Scott and Assemblymember Goldberg, and of Congresswoman L ucille Roybal-Allard. A resolutionwas
presented by arepresentative of LosAngeles City Councilman Ed Reyes.

Chair Shriver noted that the members of the Cornfield State Park Advisory Committee that were present
would also be assembling for agroup photograph with the State Park and Recreation Commission. Mr.
Marianasdistributed the certificates/resol utions as the reci pients proceeded outside for the photograph.

Chair Shriver commented that the Cornfield State Park Advisory Committee had participated in over 19
separate meetings and workshops, and had assi sted stakeholders and California State Parksin developing
the proposal sthat were adopted thisday. The Chair a so noted that the Commission would be presenting
itsown resolution formally recognizing the Cornfield State Park Advisory Committee at alater date.

From 10:37-10:44 a.m. therewas abreak in the proceedings whil e the group stepped into the courtyard to
be photographed.

ITEM5D:
Consideration and action on the Department’s proposal to name and classify
the Taylor Yard property as a state recreation area named Rio de Los Angeles State Park

Chair Shriver introduced General Planning Manager Wayne Woodroof and Angeles District Superinten-
dent Ron Schafer to provide astaff report on the proposalsfor the Taylor Yard property, both the classifi-
cation & naming and the Preliminary General Plan and Draft Environmental Impact Report. The Chair
reminded those present that public comment on both the classification and naming and the general plan
proposalswould be heard at the sametime. The Chair then call ed the speakers on these agendaitems.

Chair Shriver closed public comment onitems5D & 5E at 11:15 a.m. He then opened theitem for discus-
sion. Commissioner Tagami stated that he supported adoption of the Preliminary General Plan and Draft
EIR, and the proposed name and classification, but he would be a so open to discussing alternative names.
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Commissioner Hart moved that the Commission adopt the Department’s proposal to classify the Taylor
Yard property asastate recreation areanamed Rio de L osAngeles State Park. Second Commissioner
Kautz. A brief discussion took place during which Commissioner Eastwood recommended that staff adopt
amore basi c approach when proposing future names. Commissioner Tagami requested that future staff
reportson naming projectsinclude more detailed background information on the processemployed to
select the recommended name, and he explained that thiswould better equip the commissionersto discuss
alternative names suggested viapublic comment. Commissioner Scherman noted that the park would
likely beknown asEl Rio (“TheRiver”) de LosAngeles State Park, but added that she supported the
recommended name and classification. Chair Shriver called for avote, and the commissionersvoted
unanimously to adopt the resolution to classify the Taylor Yard property asastate recreation areanamed
Rio deLosAngeles State Park.

ITEMSE:
Consideration and action on the Department’s proposal for approval of the
Preliminary General Plan and Draft Environmental Impact Report for the Taylor Yard
property (now a state recreation area named Rio de Los Angeles State Park)

Having heard public comment on thisitemin conjunction with Item 5D, Chair Shriver asked for amotion
to adopt State Parks' proposal to approvethe Preliminary General Plan and Draft Environmental Impact
Report for the Taylor Yard property (now Rio de LosAngeles State Park). M otion Commissioner Tagami,
second Chair Shriver. The Commissionersvoted unanimously to adopt the resolution to approvethe Pre-
liminary General Plan and Draft Environmental Impact Report for the Taylor Yard property (now astate
recreation areanamed Rio de LosAngeles State Park).

ITEM 5F-I:
Consent Items

Determination that the following concession contracts are compatible with the
classification and general plans of their respective units

- Lodging, food, and beverage sales at Crystal Cove State Park
- Operation of the conference groundsat Asilomar State Beach & Conference Grounds
- Ferry serviceat Angel Island State Park

ITEM 5F-II;
Determination that the following concession proposals for the sale of alcoholic
beverages are consistent with Commission policy

- Lodging, food, and beverage sales at Crystal Cove State Park

- Food, beverage, and beach-related items at the Cal afia Beach Concession (operated by Orange County)
at San Clemente State Beach

Chair Shriver noted that the Candl estick Point State Recreation Areaparking item had been removed from
the agenda. Commissioner Tagami, in hisrole asamember of the Commission’s Concessions, Enterprise,
& Fisca Committee, explained that he had discussed thisitem with representatives of the San Francisco
49ers, aswell aswith hisfellow committee member Commissioner Joseph Cotchett and State Parks staff,
and that it had been decided to postponethisitem until the next Commission meeting. Commissioner
Tagami requested that abrief report on thisitem be presented at the Commission’s next meeting.

Commissioner Hart asked that theAngel 1sland ferry serviceitem be pulled from the consent list for
discusson.

Commissioner Tagami moved that theremaining consent items be approved. Second Commissioner
Scherman. The commissionersvoted unanimoudly to adopt the resol utions stating that the above-refer-
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enced concessi ons contracts were compatible with the classification and general plansfor their respective
units (Agendaltems5F-I) and to adopt the resol utions stating that the above-referenced concession pro-
posalsfor the sale of acoholic beverageswere consistent with Commission policy (Agendaltems5F-I1).

Chair Shriver then opened discussion ontheAngel Idand ferry service agendaitem. Commissioner Hart
stated that while she understood the item before the Commi ssion would allow the continuation of the
existing ferry servicefrom TiburontoAngel 1dand, shebelieved it wasvery important, especially interms
of making parks accessibleto amorediverse population, for State Parksto provide accesstoAngel Isand
from other points, especialy from San Francisco.

Commissioner Tagami noted that the recently-established San Francisco Bay AreaWater Transit Authority
could serve asaresourceto assist in providing additional accesstoAngel Island, in that accessto recre-
ation wasamong the mandates of the organi zation.

State Parks Director Ruth Coleman confirmed that providing accessto Angel 1dland from San Francisco
wasapriority. The Director noted that an existing partnership between State Parks and the National Park
Service provided transportation to Angel Island from Pier 39 in San Francisco.

Chair Shriver asked if under these circumstances Commissioner Hart would make amotion to adopt the

proposal beforethe Commission regarding theferry servicetoAngel Idand State Park. Motion Commis-
sioner Hart, second Commissioner Tagami. The commissionersvoted unanimoudly to adopt theresolution
stating that the concession proposal for ferry serviceto Angel 1sland State Park was compatible with the
classification and general planfor thisunit (seeAgendaltems5F-I).

AGENDA ITEM6:
OPEN PUBLIC COMMENT

Chair Shriver opened the Open Public Comment portion of the meeting at 11:21 am. The Chair noted that
therewere agreat many speaker registration formsfor avariety of topicsunder Open Public Comment.
The Chair added that those speaking should note that the Commission would not betaking action on any
items addressed in Open Public Comment. He asked that each speaker please state their subject and he
reiterated that each speaker would given three minutesto speak. After thelast speaker the Chair closed
Open Public Comment at 12:10 p.m.

During Open Public Comment, and asaresult of comments recei ved, the Commission requested that staff
provide an update on the proposed toll road project through San Onofre State Beach (in Orange County)
at the Commission’snext meeting. At the close of Open Public Comment several commissionersmade
Statements:

Commissioner Witt noted that public art projectslikethe”Not aCornfield” project onthe Cornfield prop-
erty would always be subject to debate. The Commissioner added that thiswas ahealthy discussion that
got peopletalking about art. Commissioner Witt al so noted that complaintsalledging that there had been
insufficient publicinvolvement with the project woul d be seriously considered.

Commissioner Tagami suggested that complaints pertaining to publicinvolvement in park planning projects,
proper public noticing of meetings, availability of information, etcetera, could be directed to the Commis-
sion’sExecutive Committee.

Commissioner Kautz addressed the public speakerswho had spoken about trail use. The Commissioner
noted that she had reviewed the written commentsthat had been submitted. She added that the comments
werewel|-written, and that thesetrail advocates should now focustheir efforts on distributing these com-
mentsto hikersand bicyclistsin addition to equestrian trail users.

Chair Shriver noted that he was surprised to hear that aM onday meeting to discussthe“Not aCornfield”
art project wasannounced on the previous Friday with lessthan 72 hours notice. The Chair acknowledged
that 72 hours notice was not sufficient for an importatnt meeting, but he clarified that thiswas not adeci-

sion that the Commission had any authority to influence. Chair Shriver explained that apublic meeting was
not required to make decisions such asthis, and that in fact thousands of such decisionswere made by the
Governor and hisadminitstration every day, all without publicinput. The Chair announced, withtheass's-
tance of Ted Jackson, State Parks' Deputy Director of Park Operations, that another public meeting on
thissubject would beheld at 7 p.m. on June 16th, 2005, at the northeast end of the Cornfield site. Chair
Shriver added that those who wished to influence administrative decisions such asthese should do so
through the Governor’soffice, State Parks staff, and through their local elected officials.

The Chair asked if therewere any other commentsfrom the Commission. There being none, Chair Shriver
adjourned the meeting at 12:19 p.m.
